Long Litigation Over Sesmingly Slight
Matter Really Was Matter of
Migh Importance,

. Long litigation over possesslon of &
loaf of bread at lnst has confirmed the
clulm of & commos Cartier to posses-
slon of articles 1aft behlud by forget-
ful passengers says the New York
Telegruph. By such seemingly trifling
Incldents are established principles of
law and equity often brought to the
attention of the publie,

The issue grew out of the arrest of a
wan who plocked up a package left by
another passenger, on i seal of & New
York subway traln. The tralnmaster
detianded the packuge under the com-
pany's rule requiring all such estruys
te be turned I at the office, subject to
clalm by the owners. Although It then
was discovered that the package con-
talned nothing more valusble than a
Bcont louf of bread the mutier waenbt
to ltigation,

Thrypgh all the devjous ways that
sich seemingly petly cases get up te
the highest court, the case remched the
Uourt of Appeals of the state. There,
after ng solemn deliberation as Is glven
to Issues lovelving Iarge mmounts of
money and more mwumentous principles,
the court held that the rule of the com-
pany was bosed on & well-established
principle of law,

The fnder could have no clalm to the
article as having been lost. It merely
had been left by the owner on the
property of the carrier, who at ence
betsipe bullee for the owner. The
other person, nstead of acquiring any
right to It as fnder under the law,
teclinically became u thief If he re-
twined It, potwithetanding bis  ex-
pressed Intention to advertise for the
owner,
